SPEED UP JUSTICE 

William Howard Taft, Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court, called our sys-' 

» tem of court procedure a disgrace to 
civilization. He. said: 

“Tf there is anything in our whole 

‘government that justifies an attack 
on our present system of living, it is 
the delays in our judicial procedure.” 
“The twenty years which have 
elapsed since Justice Taft made that 
statement have not legsened its truth. 
This year in Collier’® ‘he complained 
of the plunder which encourages 
“every possible delay to confuse and 
obstruct the course of justice.”
